PecnliarUles ct Tlveir Congtructlort How-
the Ijtpp I Inl °s Hecdway Upon Them.

Says an observer in these regions" de-

or "skidor :" "There are two ribs of
birch or iir , six feet long, four to five-
inches broad , and about; a half an inch-
thick. . In the middle , on the nppor-
side, is a hollowed , smooth spot for tho-
foot , above which there is a strap , tho-
space allowing tho insertion of the point-
of tho shoe. On the other sido a groove-
runs along the entire center. The ski-
is pointed and slightly curved at one-
end , and tho edges rounded. " It might-
be added that tho "skidor" is a solid-
pieco of wood , liko a weatherboard or-
b.ittan , turned up in front , and de-
pends
